As oo September 15, 1972, the Venezuelan equine encephalitis (VEE) outbreak
in humans and cquines in southern Sonora, Mexico, showed signs of being brought under
control.  There have been no reported equine cases of VEE in the United States to
date i 1972, One imported numan case was reported in an entomologist returning to
Calirornia trom Mexico in late August 1972, Surveillarce activities by a number of
cooperating tederal, state, and local agencies to monitor possible VEE activity in
mosquitoes and ¢quines in tiie 'nited States are continuing.

Il s ITNTERNATIONAL NOTES

A meeting ot the U.s. Mexico Border Public Health Association Binational
Health Council was held in Nogales, Arizona, on Monday, September 18, 1972. In
attendance were representatives from the Mexican Ministry of Health and Ministry
ot Agriculture,  Sonora State nealth officials, and United States Department of
Apricalture, Center for Discase Control, and local and state health and animal
dealth agencies. Numerous facets of the VEE outbreak in southern Sonora, Mexico,
and preventive measures in the United States were discussed, and there did not seem
to be any VLI activity in humans and equines north ol Hermosillo.

Approximately 50,000 or 55,000 equines in southern Sonora were vacceinated
prior to the tirst reported cquine cases, which were noted after heavy rains between
agust =8, 1972, As scon as equine cases appeared a Technical Committee was
cotablished for surveillance and all equines were quarantined in the State.
Surveillance activities include the weekly collection of data from 16 locations in
the southern part «f Sonora. Vaccination efforts were intensified and aerial
application ot wltra loew velume Malathion was implemented as far north as Hermosillo,
Sonord. By Scoptesher 15, 1972, approximately 87,914 cequines had been vaccinated
in the eatire State of Sonora.  Te date 987 dead horses have been reported by local
apencies, but not all deaths have been attributed to VEE. There is some indication
of vquine jnfectious anemia in the area. Huatabampo reported its first cquine cases
August 15, 1972, and CGuavrmas August 22, 1972, The vutbreak peaked August 28, 1972,
and currently only one to two vquine cases are beinyg reported daily. A total of eight
suspect human deaths have beon reperted, four trom Navajoa and tour from Huatabampo.
(Figure 1). Atothe dnvitation of the Mexican government, Department ot Agriculture
observers are cnrrently in Sonora to assist in the study and surveillance o: the
outbreas.
